SOV. CROCI VETOES 
ANOTHER BILL 


Oklahoma City, May 21.—House bill 
No. 367, conferring upon boards of 
townships trustees the authority to 
issue bonds for road improvement to 
the extent of five per cent of the tax­ 
able value, was vetoed 
Monday 
by 
Governor Oruce. The governor stated 
that his reasons for vetoing the meas­ 
ure he had sent to <the extraordinary 
session, and that he did 
not 
agree 
with the purpose of the bill. 
The governor states in his letter 
accompanying the veto that the au­ 


thority is vested in such boards to 
issue bond* to the extent of three per 
cent of the taxable value of the dis­ 
trict. 
‘‘Tile object of this bill” he says 
“is to enlarge that power of the 'town­ 
ship board, and that is something J 
do not think should be done at this 
time. In Oklahoma the tendency has 
been toward multiplying the public 
debt upon the people.” 
The bill gives the township board 
the power to increase the indebted­ 
ness of the district without submit­ 
ting the question to the people, which 
provision met with 
the 
governor’s 
disapproval.
